{.heir crowd. It now turns out that a 
portion of that crowd did go to the west 
end of town to the cabin of John Court- 
ney, smashed in his door fromits hinges 
and went in found Courtney asleep in 
his bed, but did not find what they 
were after—a squaT. After delivering 
to Courtney a sermon on morality they 
left with the injunction that if they 
ever went 
there again they would 


"come with a rope." We suggest, 
also, that they, had better take their 
coffins along, as they will be more ap- 
propriate.

and in good faith endeavored to decline 
any further struggle before the mortal 
blow is given. 


Why Not? 


The Supreme Court decided that the 


word "and" after the word "assailant" 
was a mistake, and should have been 
"or," and granted the defendant a new 
trial. Thus is justice wrapped up in 
technicalities. 


By using the word "and" 
in the 


place of "or" two nearly opposite prin- 
cipals of law are united into one, and 
makes it appear that it must always be 
the first assailant that was killed to 
make the killing justifyable as in self- 
defense. Such is not the law. The 
person first assailed may become a 
murderer and ameniable to the law. 
To justify killing in such an instant 
it must appear that the killed was the 
assailant who at the time of the killing 
was endeavoring to commit some great 
bodily harm to the killer or some mem- 
ber of his family. 
If the original as- 


sailant had given up the intended injury 
and endeavoring to decline all further 
struggle, in good faith, and tho assailed 
turns upon the assailant and murders 
the first assilaut he becomes ameniable 
to the law. And if the first assailant 
in good faith gives up his assault and 
endeavors to decline any further strug- 
gle and flees, and the other pursues 
him with intent to renew the struggle 
or to do his opponent a great bodily 
injury, and the pursued cannot escape, 
but is "pressed to the wall," as the ex- 
pression goes, then if he turnes and in 
order to save his life, or himself from 
great personal injury, kills his assailant 
it will bo self-defense 
In 
the above 


mentioned case Flahave was the origi- 
nal assailed in a fight, and was being 
worsted, but the combatants were sepa- 
ated by others interfering, Flahave 
was leaving the place as fast as possible,

For years all projects 
to make them profitable failed; bnt, 
singular to say, just about the time 
oleomargarine came to the front, the 
soapstone quarries were monopolized; 
imiUs were leased for grinding the pot- 
rook, running night and day, the pro- 
duct shipped to New York, and then, 
where? It is claimed to be used in 
paper-pulp. It may be, to some extent. 
It is alleged to be used in hatter's felt. 
Perhaps so; but where is so large an 
amount disposed of? Soapstone, or 
stealite, is a combination of sillcia and 
magnesia. It is soft and greasy, and 
hence is sometimes called lardstone. 
From its adaptability to making vessels, 
in some sections, it is called pot-rock. 
When ground, it is a soft, smooth, 
greasy, and almost impalpable powder. 
No one who has seen it in its ground 
state, will question its almost diamond 
value for adulteration. 
Candies, sugar, 


flour, butter, it is alleged, can be adul- 
terated to the extent of 20 to 25 per cent, 
without any chance of detection.
